CJ^airmnn,  T^dy  and  Gentlemen, 

I herewith  present  the  Annual  Report  for  '1971. 

The  estimated  population  figure  is  given  as  9,720  as  against  9,890  for 

1970. 


The  birth  rate  per  1,000  population  shows  an  increase  to  17*3  from  16.00 
for  1970. 


The  death  rate  per  1,000  living  at  11.1  has  fallen  slightly  from  12.60 
for  1970. 

There  were  108  deaths  as  compared  with  125  for  1970.  Twenty- five  deaths 
were  due  to  ischaemic  heart  disease,  eleven  to  cerebrovascular  disease,,  ten  to 
pneumonia,  and  nine  to  cancer  of  the  lung.  I have  no  doubt  that  the  habit  of 
smoking  cigarettes  was  responsible  for  many  of  these  deaths  at  an  earlier  age 
than  need  have  been  the  case. 

There  were  no  maternal  deaths  during  the  year,  and  two  infants  died  under 
the  age  of  one  year  from  a total  of  l68  births. 

In  November,  the  Department  of  Health  and  Social  Security  issued 
Circular  5^71 » which  gave  the  information  that  vaccination  against  smallpox 
need  no  longer  be  recommended  as  a routine  procedure  in  early  childhood.  This 
decision  was  reached  duE  to  the  success  of  the  World  Health  Organisation's 
smallpox  eradiction  programme,  which  has  greatly  reduced  the  area  of  the  world 
in  which  smallpox  exists.  It  is  emphasized  that  vaccination  is  still  necessary 
for  certain  travellers  and  health  service  staff. 

During  the  year  the  Council  appointed  Mr.  N.  Willingale,  previously  at 
Chesterfield  Rural  District  Council,  to  the  post  of  Public  Health  Inspector  and 
Housing  Manager,  filling  a vacancy  caused  by  the  appointment  of  Mr.  A.  F.  Green 
as  the  Council's  Clerk.  I would  like  to  take  this  opportunity  to  thank 
Mr.  Green  for  his  co-operation  and  help  over  the  years,  and  I am  glad  that  we 
will  still  be  working  together. 

My  thanks  are  also  due  to  Mr.  Willingale,  the  staff  of  the  Council,  and 
the  Chairman  and  Members,  for  their  help  and  co-operation  throughout  the  year.

NORTH  DERBYSHIRE  WATER  BOARD 


Report  to  Medical  Officer  of  Health  on  Water 
Supply  to  Clay  Cross  Urban  District  Council  - Year  1971 

The  supplying  authority  to  the  area  is  the  North  Derbyshire  Water  Board. 

Press  reservoirs  provide  the  majority  source  of  supply,  being  augmented  in 
parts  of  the  area  by  water  from  the  Ogston  Treatment  V/orks.  At  both  works 
chlorination  is  practised. 

The  resultant  quality  of  supplied  water  has  been  bacteriologically 
satisfactory. 

The  quantity  proved  adequate  for  normal  household  purposes. 

Chemical  and  bacteriological  analyses  are  carried  out  in  the  Board’s 
laboratories.  All  raw,  treated  and  distributed  waters  are  examined  at  least 
monthly,  the  number  of  examinations  involved  in  1971?  being

Bacteriological  results  on  treated  waters  have  been  consistent  with 
standards  laid  down  by  the  Ministry  of  Health.

The  treated  waters  in  the  area  have  given  rise  to  no  concern  on  the  grounds 
of  plumbo  solvency,  and  analyses  on  the  supply  waters  at  source,  in  distribution 
and  after  overnight  standing  in  lead  service  pipes  have  yielded  figures  within 
the  recently  revised  acceptable  lead  concentration.

No  major  schemes  were  undertaken  in  the  area. 


1,087  metres  of  main  were  laid  for  housing  developments. 

Before  being  brought  into  service  all  newly  laid  mains  v;ere  washed  out, 
sterilized  and  samples  obtained  and  examined  to  ensure  satisfactory 
bacteriological  and  physical  results  were  obtained.

CLAY  CROSS  AND  DISTRICT  MOBILE  PHYSIOTHERAPY  SERVICE 


I thank  the  Chairman  to  the  Clay  Cross  and  District  Mobile  Physiotherapy 
Service  for  the  following  report 

The  Physiotherapist's  report  shows  that  in  this  year  the  number  of  patients 
and  the  number  of  treatments  have  again  increased;  during  the  twelve  months  there 
were  ninety  new  patients  and  one  thousand  six  hundred  and  twenty- five  treatments. 
Again,  there  has  been  a wide  variety  of  conditions  to  be  treated,  our  largest 
group  being  the  hemiplegia  patients,  followed  closely  by  osteo  arthritic 
sufferers.  Chest  conditions  have  also  loomed  largely  in  the  list,  and  some, 
including  children,  have  been  given  breathing  exercises,  and  they  and  their 
parents  have  been  taught  postural  drainage,  etc.,  which,  in  many  cases,  has 
proved  very  beneficial. 

One  case  I must  refer  to  on  our  Physiotherapist's  list  involves  our  youngest 
patient,  a four  year  old  Mongul  child,  who  has  been  receiving  treatment  over  the 
past  two  months.  Before  treatment  liis  only  method  of  moving  around  was  by 
shuffling  along  on  his  hips;  after  two  weeks  treatment  the  child  was  able  to 
stand  independently,  and  with-  further  instruction  to  both  mother  and  child,  he 
took  his  first  two  steps.  He  can  now  manage  a dozen  steps  unaided,  and  is  able 
to  play  in  the  garden  with  the  help  of  a special  trolley,  advised  by  our 
Physiotherapist,  Mrs.  J.  Hinde,  McC.SoP.,  and  which  he  is  able  to  push  around. 
Mrs.  J.  Hinde  confidently  expects  further  improvement  over  the  coming  weeks. 

The  area  the  service  covers  includes  a population  of  more  than  41,000 
people  contained  in  one  urban  district  and  eleven  parishes.  Obviously,  most  of 
us  would  like  to  see  these  activities  further  extended,  but  the  deterring  factor, 
again  the  obvious  one,  is  finance;  we  are  a voluntary  service  and  rely  entirely 
upon  public  subscriptions  and  private  donations.  The  annual  cost  of  providing 
the  service  is  running  at  approximately  £2,500.  We  are  grateful  for  the  generous 
financial  response  which  has  so  far  been  afforded  us,  and  we  hope  it  may  long 
continue.

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Almost  without  exception,  we  have  had  the  willing  co-operation  of 
General  Practitioners  throughout  the  whole  of  the  area  covered  by  the  service. 

Our  thanks  go  to  them  and  to  all  who  have  had  a part  in  helping  us  to  provide 
this  service.  It  is  hard  work,  it  requires,  and  will  continue  to  require, 
people  of  dedication  and  understanding,"  to  ensure  that  it  operates  satisfactorily.

There  is  only  one  small  private  slaughterhouse  registered  in  the  District | 
where  the  owner  slaughters  animals  for  his  own  butcher's  business*  A 100^  post 
mortem  inspection  has  been  maintained,  necessitating  sixty- five  visits  to  the 
slaughterhouse  during  the  year*  The  premises  are  well  maintained,  and  no  problems 
have  arisen  during  the  year*  No  serious  defects  or  contraventions  of  the  various 
Acts  and  Regulations  were  notified.  At  present,  the  water  supply  is  from  spring 
water,  and  is  euialysed  at  monthly  intervals*  No  problems  of  pollution  of  any  kind 
have  been  recorded*  It  is  hoped  the  slaughterhouse  will  be  on  mains  supply  in  the 
near  future.
